On To The Bay! 
—e 

In ine widespread—almost universal—demand in Canada for reduced ex- 
penditures and reduction in taxation, and which it is pleasing to note is mak- 
ing itself felt at Oltawa, in the several Provincial capitals, and in practically 
all municipal centres, there is some degree of danger that people will un- 
thinkingly condemn all expenditures on new projects without taking the 
trouble to ascertain whether expenditures in certain directions may not be 
true cconomy. There is also the danger that interested parties will endeavor 
to capitalize the popular demand in order to defeat projects which, because 
ot sel’-inlerest, they oppose. 

Ii the roof of a $5,000 building calls for repairs, and heavy loss will re- 
sult unless needed repairs are made, it will be the height of folly to refuse 
the necessary expenditure for such repairs. If the economical handling of 
the output of a factory was prevented because of lack of a railway siding, it 
would be foolish to save the cost of such siding at the expense of the proper 
management and develpment of the industry. Yet signs are not lacking that, 
in the demand for reduction in expenditures, just such foolishness will be 
followed in the management of public business. 

The completion of the Hudson Bay Railway is 
has spant some tens of miliions on this railway. A huhdred or more miles 
ct track has been laid, and more miles of roadbed graded. Large sums have 
beea expended on terminal facilities. Every cent of this money is absolute- 
Iv wasted, thrown away, unless further expenditures are made to complete the 
undertaking. Yet the writer of a series of articles in a Toronto publication 
on eaivavaganee at Ottawa and the “pork barrel” singles out the Hudson Bay 
lailway for attack and denounces the spending of another dollar on it. He 
charges that it is a purely political undertaking, a ihuge scheme at public ex- 
pense to buy votes in the West. 

The faet remains that the Hudson Bay Railway is approved not by one 
pariy seeking votes, but by all three political parties in Canada. It is de~ 
minded by all the Provincial Legislatures in the Western Prairie Provinces, 
by all representative public bodies in the West, and by the people generally. 
Ii there is one thing required in the West today it is a restoration of con- 
fidpce, and an announcement of the immediate completion of the road to the 
Bay would do more than any other one thing to restore confidence. 

Eastern cities, particularly in Montreal and Toronto, scoff at the feasibil- 
ity of the Hudson Bay route. Their opposition is, clearly, based rather oa 
veer oof its feasibility and success and consequent loss of Western grain 
trafiic passing through or paying toll to those cities. Admittedly, the Hud- 
son Bay route can be used only a portion of the year. But this is likewise 
truc of the ports of Montreal, Quebee and Toronto. Yet Canada has spent 
hundreds of millions on these ports in order that they may be used for cer- 
tain months each year, and the money has been well spent. But if the 
erities of a by-gone day had had their way, these inland ports would not have 
becn developed and Canada would have depended on the all-the-year-round 
seaports of the Maritime Provinces. 

People scoffed at Christopher Columbus. Canada itself was described 
“as so many acres of ice and snow not worth the keeping. Within the mem- 
ary of the writer a Toronto syndicate declined a franchise for an electric 
street railway in Oltawa because it could not be successfully operated on ac- 
count of the heavy snowfall. Pages might be filled with similar evidence 
of scoifers and crities of by-gone days. 

Canada is committed to the Hudson Bay Railway. It will; be completed 
som. day. ‘Then why not now and begin to veap the benefits of its construc: 
tion and operation? Critics and opponents say this is not the time because 
Canada must reduce expenditures and economize. But Canada's financial 
pozition will demand economy and careful scrutiny of expenditures not merely 
in 1924 but for the next twenty-five or fifty years until our war debt is pald 
off. It is sincerely to be hoped that the preseat public demand for re- 
trenchment and reduction in taxation is not “a flash in the pan,” spasmodi- 
cally made and quickly forgotten. If that is all it is, then it will be worse 
han useless for the tendency will be to follow it with a pew orgy of extrava- 
gance. i 

Every year that passes without thescompletion of the Hudson Bay Rail- 
way means economic loss to Western Canada and ils people. It means re- 
tarding the development and prosperity of this section of the Dominion, 
which will reflect adversely on all Canada, Every year means greater de- 
terioration in the work already done on the road, consequently additional ex- 
penditure ultimately. 

On all counts, therefore, now is the time to proceed with the completion 
of the railway as rapidly as possible. Its ultimate completion cannot be pre- 
vented; it can only be delayed. Inasmuch as delay means all round loss, 
then in the name of reason, why delay? lather, let us go “on to the Bay” 
with all possible speed.

Smithsonian Institution | Describes 
Exploration and Field Work 

The Smithsonian Institute at Wash- 
ington has just issued an illustrated 
pamphlet. descitbing the exploya- 
tions. and field work conducted by 
members of its staff or in co-operation 
with other organizations during 1928. 
Besides many localities in the United 
States, the regions visited include the 
Canadian Rockies; the Lang-Tze Val- 
ley, China; several islands of the West 
Indies; Panama and Central America; 


Labrador and various countries in 
Europe. The branches of science 


represented include geology, paleon- 
thology, astrophysics, zoology, botany, 
anthropology and ethnology. 

Secretary Charles D. Walcott con- 
tinued his geological research in the 
Canadian Rocky mountalas, working 
especially on the pre-Devonian strata 
from the Clearwater River southeast 
to the Bow Valley and along the east- 
ern side of the Columbia River Valley. 
The latter region was found to be ex- 
cellent for geological studies, as the 
many canyons and ridges give access 
to several of the formations from top 
to bottom. Beneath the great series 
of limestones, shales and sandstones 
there are 16,000 feet of older strati- 
fied rocks.

” Sugar Once Used As Drug 


Sold In Great Britain For Forty-Three 
Cents a Pound 

“As you pour a little sugar in your 
tea or coffee, did you ever stop to 
think that one time It was used as a 
drug and it cost forty-three cents a 
pound?” 

This was one of the main topics in 
a lecture given to the Technical 
Science Club of the Edmonton Tech- 
nical School, by A. F. Lehmann, pro- 
fessor Of chemistry at the University 
of Alberta, when he spoke on sugar. 
Professor Lehmann told of the first 
site for sugar being in India and Siam, 
and how it was later taken to Great 
Britain where it was at first used as 
a drug. Why it was used this way 
and the quantity consumed at each 
dose ig not known, he sald. A large 
cargo in those days consisted of fifty 
tons sold at forty-three cents a pound. 

The speaker described the sugar as 
being stored in the stem of the plant, 
which was similar to the Indian corn. 
The plant has no seed but is sprouted 
with sips from the cane. It is har- 
vested yearly and Dr. Lehmann said 
the sugar from the beet, the maple 
tree and the cane were just the same, 
the only difference being in the puri- 
ties. He mentioned that the impuri- 
ties in the maple sugar were pleasing 
to the taste, but those in the beet and 
the cane were nasty. Thus great 
pains had to be taken in the refining 
of these sugars, especially in the case 
of the beet.

| from them tney would have shot you. 
Had we not rescued you by strategy 
they would have shot us if we had 
made the attempt in the open.”

Premier Says General Conference of 
Powers is Desirable 

London.—Prime Minister Mac- 
Donald, responding to a speech in the 
'Commons by Major-General J. E. See- 
ley, former president of the Air Coun- 
cll, who advocated that the Premier 
call an international conference for 
disarmament, declared he would wel- 
come an Invitation by any other power 
to take up the whole question of arm- 
aments.

Japan. It says the nation must pré- 
pare for whatever may come, even!

The Kokumin demands the im-

Numerous public bodies, including 
the Associated Chambers, of Com- 
merce in Japan, the American-Japan 
Society, and the Japan Economic 
Society have called urgent meetings 
to discuss the immigration situation. 

Oflicials do not deny the probabili- 
ties of unpleasant popular reactions, 
and it is fully expected that the op- 
position will-make all possible poli- 
tical capital from the government's im- 
migration defeat. The action of Con- 
gress comes es a blow in the heat ot 
an election campaign throughout Jap- 
an, 

Inflammatory campaign speeches, 
public indignation meetings, resolu- 
tions and bitter editorials, are all ex- 
pected as an aftermath of Washing- 
ton’s exclusion legislation. 

The government, however, {is  de- 
termined to take a vigorous stand 
against any. policy of retaliation. — It 
asserts it will do its utmost to curb 
popular indignation and maintain the 
fullest possibly friendly relations with 
the United States,

Ottawa.—British settlers are to be 
located on lands owned by the Cana- 
dian National Railways in groups of 
20 families, under an arrangement en- 
tered into by the railway and the 
Overseas Settlement Committee of the 
colonial oflice, under the British Iem- 
pire Settlement Act, it was stated in 
the House of Commons.

The Text Explained and Ilumined 


I. The False Confidence of Rulers, 
Amos 6.1-8. The men of wealth and 
power in Judah were “at east in 
Zion”; luxury had lulled them.into a 
feeling of false security. The ref- 
erence here to Zion, Jerusalem, has 
been a stumbling block to many, since 
Amos preached exclusively to the 
Northern Kingdom. Dr. A. S. Peake 
suggests that a slight change in the 
Hebrew gives this rendering, “Woe 
to them that ere at east in (thelr) 
pride,” and “to them that are secure 
in the mountain of Samaria,” both 
expressions then referring to the rul- 
ers of Israel. “Thelr sense of se- 
curity was not unnatural. The na- 
tion was at peace, their own resources 
were abundant, and thelr God was 
manifestly favorable. The capital 
cities, both of Israel and Judah, wero 
deemed, not without historical justi- 
fication, to be well-night impregnable. 
In point of fact, Samaria, the capital 
of the Northern Kingdom, kept. the 
besieging Assyrian army at bay for 
three years before she finally met the 
doom which Amos had pronounced 
upon her thirty years or so before; 
and a century and a half afterwards 
it took the Babylonians § eighteen 
months to effect the capture of Jeru- 
salem. Splendidly situated, both 
those cities were defended by the sur- 
rounding mountains; and both imagin- 
ed themselves to be further secured, 
beyond the possibility of menace, by 
the good will and the protecting power 
of their God. As the mountains 
were round about Samaria and Jeru- 
salem, so, they believed, would 
Jehovak be round about his people. 
Hence their confidence, which Amos 
derides, in the monument of Samaria. 
As so often happens, with this con- 
fidence went conceit’ (McIadyen).
